GET S MIKADO’S PROTEST. 


Denied at. White House That Ad- 
ministration Has Deeided on 
“Hands Off“ Policy.

Washington, D. C., April &—[Special.}— 
After a conterence with President Wison 
this morning on the international agpects 
of the problem growing out of the alien land 
law now pending before the Califorria legis- 
lature, which is aimed to prevent Japanese 
from owning or leasing property in that state, 
Representative Raker of the First district of 
California telegraphed to, his constituents 
that the acministration had decided upon a 
policy of noninterference. 

In the last few days the president has per- 
sonally taken charge of the diplomatic situa- 
tion arising from the protest of Japanese Am- 
bassador Chinda against the enactment of the 
proposed law. He has had conferences with 
Senator Works and Representative Kent of 
California and this morning discussed the 
situation at length with Secretary of State 
Bryan. 


Wilson to Keep Hands Of. 

Mr. Raker from his interview with the 
president got the impression that the admin- 
istration had decided upon its policy for 
handling the situation and that the national 
government would keep strictly hands off, 
even thought the legislation now pending in 
California go safely through to enactment, 
as there is said to be every indication that 
it will. 

The policy of the administration, accord- 
ing to the understanding of it which Mr. 
Raker brought away from the White House, 
will be to permit the con tionality of the 
pending legisiation to be t in the United 
States courts. 

It hed been assumed, Me understood, that 
Japanese residents of California will prompt- 
ly take steps to determine whether the law, 
if passed, is in violation of the existing 
treaty between the United States and Japan, 
and whether, if such violation exists, it 
does not make the law unconstitutional. 


Differ on White House Plans. 
Representative Raker said he was author- 
ized to inform his constituents thet pending 
an interpretation of the proposed law by the 
courts the administration would take no 
action in response to the objections of the 
Japanese government. 

At the White House, however, it was em- 
phatically denied that the administration's 
policy for handling the situation had been 
fixed upon. 

It was stated that the president and his 
advisers still regard the matter as open and 
unsettled and that its course in regard tothe 
pending bill will be determined by further 
investigations and new developments. 

It was insisted at the White House that 
President Wilson does not intend to ignore 
the protest already made by Baron Chinda

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STRIKE RIOTERS 
DEFY SOLDIERS 
Troops Fire on Buffalo Mob 


Attempting to Drop Railway 
Ties on Street Car. 


Traction Lines of City and 
Suburbs Fail. 


Buffalo, N. T., April Troops with fixed 
bayonets_held no terror for the striking car 
men of the International railway company 
and their sympathizers today, and the riotous 
scenes of former days of the strike were not 
only as numerous but of 4 more serious na- 
ture.

Near the international bridge the 
Niagara street car lines pass under a railroad 
bridge. 


Rioters Dispersed by Troops. 

A gang of rioters carrying heavy timbers 
rushed upon the bridge as a car was ap- 
proaching and tried to drop a railroad tie 
upon it. It missed the car. The rioters were 
preparing to drop more ties when troops or- 
dered them to halt. They jeered at the Sol- 
diers. Another warning was given es the 
soldiers leveled their rifles. The hooting and 
jeering continued and another piece of tim- 
ber came over the side of the bridge. 

Fire,“ came the command. A dozen ri- 
fies replied. A boy and a woman fell. The 
crowd, which had assumed large proportions, 
broke and began to chaee the street car that 
had just passed under the bridge. The sol- 
diers followed with fixed bayonets and drove 
the throng to the curbs. More than one felt 
the butt of a rifle during the melee and one 
man received a bayonet thrust in the hand.

GEN. OJEDA’S FORCE VICTOR. 


Repulses Attack of Sonora Constitu- 
tionalists at Naco. 


Nogales, Aris, April 9.—Yaqui Indians, par- 
have taken the warpath between Hermosillo, 


Reports reached here today of tortures in- 
fiicted on captives. 

Bighteen Mexican men, women and children 
were captured by the Indians between Ortiz 
and Empalme, a few miles north of Guaymasa, 
and killed by torture. After the captives’ 
eyes were gouged out and tongues and ears 
eut off their soles and heels were stripped of 
skin. Then, even the children, they were 
forced to walk over beds of cactus thorns. 


N Federale Repulse Calle Force. 
Naco, Arts, April 9.—Although besieged by | 
a force three times their number. Ojeda’s fed- 
erals today continued their aggressive fight- 
ing by brilliant sallies from Naco, Sonora. 

When the group under Col. Calles late this 
afternoon attempted to rush the federal posi- 
tione Gen. Ojeda went out to meet the enemy. 
Calles soon fell back and the full force of 300 
federals continued until they encountered 
the command of Bracamonte and the Yaqui 
Indian division. 

All but one machine gun of the constitu- 
tionalists was silenced, but soon the gunners 
of the remaining piece were slaughtered by 
a shower of shrapnel steel from the ad- 
vancing federai linea. Then Ojeda retreated 
rapidiy to his base, 

Although not as dangerous as yesterday, 
the fire on the Arizona side of the line did 
not permit the resumption of business here. 
The town was placed under strict martial 
law.

Automobile Robber to Testify 
He Didn’t Know Peter 
Hart Was Detective. 


KILLINGINFLATRELATED 


Michael Cassella Gives Jury His 
Version of Slaying of 
Policeman. 


Robert Webb will take the stand today and 
attempt to convince the jury trying him that 
he shot Detective Peter Hart either acci- 
dentally or in self-defense and without 
knowledge that the man was a policeman.

For teetifying against 
his accomplices, Perry, Burke and other mem- 
bers of the gang who have been sentenced, 
State’s Attorney Hoyne promised to ask only 
for a 25 year sentence. if Webb would plead 
guilty to the murder charge. Webb refused 
and pleaded not guilty

missionary. 

Mrs. Douglas Turner of India, a sister, 
was with the young missionary when he 
died. Her husband is doing missionary work 
among the soldiers engaged in the Balkan 
Borden, was on her way to Cairo at the time 
of his death and is supposed to have reached 
the city during the day. 

News of the missionary’s death reached 
Chicago during the morning. 

Body to Be Brought Here. 

“ The details of the cablegram were brief, " 
said John Borden of 1020 Lake Shore drive.

That will make it necessary for 
the commission, on which I think all the 
members of this committee should serve, to 
visit and make personal investigations in 
New York, Coney Island, Atlantic City, 
and other metropolitan centers. I am sure 
that none of us wishes to take snap judg- 
ment in such an important matter, espe- 
cially just before the. primaries.

INMATE AT KANKAKEE SLAIN 


Victor Hedquist of Chicago Dies 
After Fight in Ditch. 


ASSAILANT USES A PICK. 


Patient Also from This City the Ag- 
gressor; Officials Held Blameless. 


Kankakee, DL, April 0.—[Special/)—Vioctor 
Hedquist of Chicago, an Inmate of the Kan- 
kakee state hospital, died this afternoon asa 
result of wounds received this morning dur- 
ing an altercation with Seymour Peck, also 
of Chicago. Peck hit Hedquist over the head 
with a pick while the men, with thirteen 
other Inmates, were digging a trench at the 
bospital grounds, 

At 10 o'clock, when the men returned from 
the trench, an inmate nameu Hanson told 
one of the attendants in charge that Hed- 
quist wae lying in the ditch. Hedquist wae 
found bleeding and unconscious. Hospital 
physicians immediately operated on the Mo- 
tim, but their efforts proved futile. 


Assailant Appears Sane. 

When Peck was summoned before the cor- 
oner’s jury he seemed to be thoroughly cog- 
nizgant of what he had done and what was 
going on. When asked questions, he meren 
gaid in a surly tone: 

„Tou know ail about it, I do not want to 
talk.” 


Persistent questions could not Induce him 
to say more. 

Hedquist wae admitted from Cook county 
last December for paresis, but as the dis- 
ease Was not advanced he has been allowed to 
work a few hours each day. He 18 a teamster 
by occupation. 


Murderer Has No Criminal Record. 
In appearance his assailant, Peck, who was 


morose, skulking and revengeful looking, 
although so far as is known here he has no 
criminal record. 

Officials at the hospital say that Peck has 
always been well behaved and that there has 
never been any reason for mistrusting bim. 
As a result of his attack on Hedquist he prob- 
ably will be sent to the Chester prison for 
the criminal insane.

Vain em Wage Lew 1 


Women Now in Congress 


AS HINGTON, P. C., April 9.—[Spectal } 

-The first national minimum wage 

law for women workers was intro- 

duced in the senate today by Senator 

Chilton of West Virginia. It provides 

for the regulation of the hours of work and 

wages of female employés under the constitu- 

tional power of the federal government to regu- 
late interstate commerce. ‘The bill provides: 

Any person, firm or corporation engaged in 

interstate commerce is prohibited from employ- 

ing any female person “in and about any busi- 

ness connected with or forming a part of inter- 

state commerce, or in the production or manu- 

facture of any article which is to become the 


subject of interstate. commerce at a Wage of 


less than $9 a week.”

A week shall consist of six days of eight 
hours a day. 

Any offender shall be fined not less than $500 
or imprisoned not less than three months, and 
each week Of violation shall constitute a sepa- 
rate offense. 

The employment of any girl less than 15 
years of age is prohibited. 

Any female person may recover by proceed- 
ings in the Federal District court a sum equal 
to five times the amount of the difference be- 
tween $9 a week and any less wage for the 
time she was employed at the lower figure.

The bill was referred to the committee on 
education and labor of which Senator Smith or 
Georgia is chairman. The measure was evoked 
by the agitation for an improvement in the 
conditions of employment of women which has 
been sweeping the country and which the IIII- 
nois welfare commission was instrumental in 
furthering. 

The Illinois officials who visited Washington 
a few weeks ago to enlist the influence of 
President Wilson suggested that a national 
minimum wage law would be constitutional as 
a regulation of interstate commerce, but they 
proposed the adjustment of wages by localities 
and industries through the medium of a com- 
mission.

Presbyterian Church 
to Recruit Young Men. 


HE national headquarters of the Presby- 

terian brotherhood has announced a plan 

by which it hopes to put young men, 

strangers in Chicago, in touch with the 

churches of the city and with the social 
advantages which those churches, through 
their organizations, their parties, and their 
gymnasiums, reading rooms, end other facili- 
ties, have to offer. 

This new work is in charge of Dr. Francis 
M. Fox, assistant secretary of the brotherhood 
609 South Wabash avenue, who has had large 
experience in similar work in the Iowa state 
university. 

“It is impossible to estimate,” said Dr. Fox 
im announcing the plan, “ how many young men 
come to this city sach month to make a place 
for themselves in the world. One of the larg- 
est churches on the north side recently found, 
after an accurate canvass, that 10,000 men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 21 lived within halt 
a mile of the church. 

Two years ago the Presbyterian chureh dis- 
covered that 67,000 members had been lost or 
had become delinquent by removal or otherwise. 
A large proportion of these delinquents are in 
Chicago, and many of them are young men and 
boys. This is a point of leakage which we are 
trying to stop,”
